F. B. Loomis, commissioned his 
brother, Kent J. Loomis, as his con- 
fidential representative to bear the 
treaty to the dusky monarch at his 
capital, Addis Ababa. The mission 
was one entailing little responsibility 
nnd much interesting travel, and Kent 
Loomis, being the editor of a news- 
paper at Parkersburg, W.. Va., had 
the mental equipment to both enjoy 
and fulfill it.

Investigation showed that Loomis | 
had been last seen an hour or two 
after midnight, June 19, when he had 
gone on deck following the usual cap- 
tain’s dinner, which had been given 
on:the eve of the vessel’s arrival at 
its destination.
